An industrial dispute having come into existence between the workmen and the 
management of M /s Punjab Cloth Mills , Bhiwani, the same was referred for adjudication 
to the Industrial Tribunal, Punjab , under clause (d ) of sub -section ( 1) of secticn 10 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, -- vide Punjab Government notificaticn No. ID /15 / 1- A -63 )

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(2 ) Shri Ram Kishan Gupta : Rs 8 from 1st January, 1962. 
(3 ) Shri Rameshwar DayalGupta : Rs 8 from Ist January , 1962 cnwards. 
(2) Whether Shri Rohtas Kumar is entitled to leave with wages from 6th June, 

1962 to 13th June , 1962 ? If so , with what details ? 
(3 ) Whether a category of senior clerks be created amongst the clerical staff ? 

If so , which members of the staff be placed in this category and from what 

date ? What should be grades/scales of the senior clerks ? 
(4 ) Whether weaving jobbers and helpers (Listenclosed ) have suffered any losses in 

their wages during the period from 21st July, 1962 to 29th September, 1962 

If so , to what relief ( exact amount ) they are entitled ? 
( 5) Whether there has been any change in the conditions of service of workmen 

employed in Reeling Department of the Milis as a result of notice, dated 
22nd December , 1962 , issued by the management ? If so , to what relief the 

workmen of this department are entitled ? 
(6 ) Whether Sarvshri Gajjā Nand and Mahendar Kumar should be provided with 

permanent and regular nature ofwork ? If so , with what details ? 
(7) Whether the D.A. being paid to the workmen is adequate ? If not, what should 

be the increased D.A., from what date and with what details ? 
( 8 ) What should be the date for implementation of ihe recommendations of the 

Textile Wage Board and what should be the exact quantum of arrears 

to the workmen and with what details ? 
Items 1, 2 and 5 of the dispute weremutually settled by the parties by an agreement, 
dated 28th December , 1966 and item No. 7 was mutually settled by the parties by means 
of another agreement , dated 17th December , 1966. The workmen do not ask for any 

further 
relief in respect of the said items. With regard to item No. 3 the Tribunal had passed an 
interim order on 24th August, 1964 , that the demand covered by the said item could not 
b : adjudicated in the reference in question as long as a previous award was in operation . The 
de nands covered by item No. 4 and 6 of the dispute had been withdrawn by the workmen 
and n ) longer survived . Item No. 8 has now been amicably settled between the parties by 
means of an agreement Ex . A . The management have agreed to pay Rs 8 per month 
to each operative and clerk who worked in themills during the months of April and May , 
1951 and why is at present working in the mills which is known as the Bhiwani Textile 
Mills , Bhiwani. The workmen have given up the rest of the demand in this respect. In 
terms of the said settlement I direct the management to pay the said amount to the 
workmen within a month from the date of the publication of this award in the official 
gazette .
